LONDON, Sept. 25.—The /Ad- 
miralty’s monthly statement of. ship- 
ping losses due to enemy action and 
-marine risk shows that during the 
-month of August total sinkings 
amounted to 327,676 gross tonnage, 
of which. 176,401 was British and° 
151,275 allied and neutral, as com- 
pared with the adjusted figures for 
July of 323,772, and 182,524 and 141,- 

248, respectively. 

British losses-from all causes dur- 
ing August were 10,887 tons high- 
er than in June, which was the 
lowest month since the introduction 
| of unrestricted submarine warfare. 

It is officially pointed out that if 
the ‘British losses from enemy action 
alone are considered, August was 
better than any month since Septem- 
ber, 1916. 

The tonnage of steamships of 500 
gross tons and over entering and 
clearing United Kingdom ports, from 
and to ports overseas, during August 
was 8,158,689, as compared with 
7,718,896 in July and 7,830,386 in 
June.

DETROIT, Mich, Sept. 25.—Making 
his first purely political utterance since 
becoming a candidate for the United 
States Senate, Henry Ford . enlivened 
the proceedings of the Democratic State 
convention here today. with a letter in 
which he informed the party leaders 
that, although nominally their candidate, 
he did not intend to be. bound by any 
party considerations, Democratic or Re- 
publican. 

“I hold myself free to atipport such 
measures, whatever their origin, as

Mr.: Ford wrote. He added that he had 
‘not spent a dollar to win the nomina- 
tion at the August primaries and did 


not intend to spend a cent to win the 


election. Mr. Ford did not attend the 
convention. 
Mr. Ford’s letter was as follows: 

Speaking on behalf ©f your com- 
mittee, you state: ‘‘ They are anxious 
for advice and instructions.’’ I do not 
feel myself entitled or competent to 
give either, but your very kind letter 
affords mé the opportunity to say two 
or three things to the committee and 
through them to the public. Things 
which .in ‘all good faith should be 
‘plainly spoken. an 

When your committee, some time 
tast June, passed resolutions at Lans- 
ing urging the Republicans of Michi- 
gan to nominate Henry Ford for 
United States Senator and stating 
that the Democrats would indorse the 
selection and thus make the election 
nonpartisan, I was not consulted. I 
had no knowledge or hint of your pro- 
posed action, and when.] learned of it . 
I had no thought of consenting, but 
when: soon - afterwards President 
Wilson sent, for me’ to come:to the 
White. House and requested that I 
accept a nomination, I- took his words 
as practically: a command ‘from the 
leader of our whole country in this 
time of “war, and consented to serve 
if elected. 

And now, having been nominated on 
the Democratic ticket, it. is only fair.

The treaties already 
made, he added, were merely prelimi- 
nary; a definite conclusion was impos- 
sible until the Government of the new 
State had been formed. 

Herr von Payer admitted that ‘opinion 
regarding the form of the future gov- 
ernment of the Baltic provinces was 
as divergent in Germany. as in the 
provinces themselves and was a ques- 
tion for the’future ‘to decide. 

With reference to, the Brest-Litovsk 
and Bucharest treaties, -he declared 
these must be upheld during the war, 
adding that to meddle with them: while 
the war lasted would bring the Father- 
land “directly into danger.

WATCHED ALLIES PREPARE.: 


Buigars, Deeming Positions Secure, 
Made No Effort to Interfere. 


PARIS, Sept. 25.—Preparations for the 
present great. operations in Macedonia, 
began in August, telegraphs the corre- 
epondent of the Petit Parisien on the 
Saloniki front. Various circumstances 
prev ented General Franchet d’Esperey, 
thé allied commander, from beginning 
his preparations earlier and quick work 
‘was imperative, for if the Summer heat 
lingers 4long the coast the Winter is 
often early and severe in the high 
mountain zones. 

The sector chosen for the attack lacked 
communications except for goat paths 
which were impracticable for artillery.

The Bulgars thought 
themselves so safe from attack by rea- 
son of these natural difficulties that 
they did not attempt to interfere with 
the allied preliminary work and con- 
tented themselves merely with reinforc- 
ing their line, the more easily to hurl 
the Allies back. Little by little, as thé 
road was built, guns were pushed up 
toward the front and huge ammunition 
dumps constructed. Heavy guns were 
hoisted into positions at an aititude of 
6,000 feet. They were brought as far as 
possible by tractors, then hauled by 
horses and mules, and finally dragged 
into place by man power.

AMERICAN FLIER WINS 
FIGHT WITH SUBMARINE 


Ensign Carson, Braving Shrapnel 
Fire, Shoots Two of Crew 
and Bombs U-Boat. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 24.—The 
first case in which it is known that a 
submarine fought back when attacked 
by a seaplane resulted in the probable 
destruction. of the submersible by an 
American aviator, Reserve Pnsign J. F.

Situation

The Allies in Macedonia are still press- 
‘ing the situation to the utmost without 
any present indication that such a thing 
as @ general check is yet in the air. To 
go back for a moment to the beginning 
of this situation before Saloniki, it must 
be’ realized that there are two possible 
objectives in this attack. It may well 
be doubted. whether at the time the at- 
tack was launched, the allied comman- 
der had any idea that it could be carried 
to the extent to which it. has already 
gone. But the absolute break in the 
Bulgarian lines which has been effected, 
largely by the Serbs, has opened wide 
the situation and has brought to the 
horizon the possibilities of great results. 

There are two pathways open to the 
Allies, either of which will bring results 
of prime importance. The first is to 
push up into Serbia toward Nish, taking 
advantage of the rapid, although pos- 
sibly temporary, disorganization of the 
Bulgars to press forward without halt. 
The other is to invade Bulgaria, a 
country which is known to’be sick of the 
war and willing to get out of it at the 
first legitimate excuse, in the hope that 
such an invasion will accelerate the 
decisior. Inasmuch as there is no con- 
flict of effort in these two plans—that 
is; siticé they can both go forward 
simultaneously—it is not impossible that 
both will be undertaken. 

The situation can be understood read- 
ily by reference to the. road situation, 
since in this country roads are so few 
and far between that they are the dom- 
inating element in any plan that:is for- 
mulatéd. In‘any invasion of Serbia the 
line-of advance which must be followed, 
since there is no other, is the line of the 
Vardar Valley. That is the major prom- 
ise from which all argument must 
start. This valley, however, may be 
reached in various ways. One is by 
way of Monastir, to Prilep, and thence 
to the Krivolak station of the Uskub- 

oniki railroad. . Another is by way of 

e Cerna Valley, and the third by way 
of the Strumitza Valley, which cuts 
through the mountains and, dividing, 
reaches’the Vardar at Krivolak and fur- 
ther north at Veles over good metaled 
roads. .The point of bifurcation fs at 
Ishtib. Once in possession: of both Ish- 
tib-and Veles and of the road connecting 
these places, the-allied commander has 
the. choice of invading Bulgaria, ad- 
vancing up through Serbia,'or of doing 
both, whichever way he decides he has 
good roads behind him. With this .es- 
tablished, we may turn to what has al- 
ready been accomplished in order. that 
we may view the possibilities of the 
present situation. 

The Serbs, advancing through the: 
mountains toward the Prilep-Krivolak 

road, ploughed their way rapidly be- 





tween the Cerna and the Vardar te- 


ward the junction of those two rivers, 
trying to spread out as they went for- 
ward. As they advanced they weakeneé 
the position of the Bulgarian flanks on 
either side and have already transmitted 
to them the fever of retreat. At sev+ 
eral. particularly vital points the opposi- 
tion still continues, holding down the 
allied flanks to some extent. The cen- 
tre, however, after reaching the Prilep 
road captured Prilep and passed first 
beyond the road itself and then the 
point of confluence of the rivers. 

This was a most important accom- 
plishment. It was vitally necessary for 
the Bulgarian defense that the Serbian 
operations be confined within this angle 
Once this ahgle was passed, the Vardar 
as an obstacle had ceased to exist, and 
the Bulgarian position behind the river 
was turned. This is what has happened. 

In -the fighting which was reported 
yesterday the Serbs established ‘them- 
selves on the northern bank of the Var- 
dar, north of Krivolak, and took pos- 
session of most of the eastern bank. as 
far south as the parallel of Lake Doi- 
ran. Their front has narrowed some- 
what,’ as was bound to happen, since 
they- were advancing toward the river 
angle, but it has already begun to spread 
out again, both eastward and westward. 
On the way from Prilep to Veles the 
road runs through the famous Babouna 
Pas. There was fear that the au- 
vance would be stopped, because of 
to go through this pass, as it is rapidly 
ease with which it could be defended. 
The advance across the Vardar, how- 
ever, may make it entirely unnecessary 
to go through this pass, as it is repidly 
being outflanked and the se ractaena ny 
are threatened from the reaf.

URGES COAL SENT TO ITALY 





| Clemenceau Told. Writer He Ex- 
pected War to End Early Next 
Year at the Latest. 








Before leaving for Washington, last 
night, Charles Ddward Russell, who has 
just returned from Europe, said it. was 
desirable that the United States should 
send coal to Italy. The output of the 
shipyatds in the United States, he de- 
clared, should. leave a certdin amount of 
torinage for carrying coal. Six shiploads 
were sént to Italy last Winter and this, 
he said, saved the situation and kept the 
munition plants going. 

When asked about the report that 
humbers of American sdldiers were mar- 
rying French girls, he replied that from 
what he had heard at American head- 
quatters the report was correct. 

‘**Hundréds of young: American sol- 
diers are marrying in France,*’ he said, 
‘‘ and the.majority- of them will prob- 
ably ‘settle there after the war. France 
welcomes thém because she has lost so 
many young men in the conflict. It is 
the custom; and has been so for genera- 
tidns, among business men that when 
their time of retirement comes they, 
turn over the business to the son and ini 
case where theré is no son or when he 
has been killed in battle the business 
is turned over to the son-in-law. 

‘* Frenchmen who will not be able to 
marry their daughters to their own 
countrymen, and who are silicitous 
that the business Be kept in the family, 
aré glad to get intelligent young Ameri- 
cans as members of their families.’’ 


‘Sees War End Early in 1919. 


Premier Clemenceau told him that it 
was his opinion the war would. be over 
by thé Spring or éarly Summer of 1919 
unless Germany decided to ask for peace 
before the end 8f this year through in- 
ternal conditions.

‘NEW JERSEY PRIMARIES. 

New Jersey. treated herself to pri- 
maries Tuesday. As ‘usual, - large 
numbers of citizens were able to stay 
away: Almost everything and évery- 
body came out of the oracle with 
the answers expected when they went 
in. The Republicans nominated Sena- 
tor- Batrp, the Democrats Mr. C. O’C. 
HENNEssy, for the short term in the 
Senate. Senator BaimrpD has been a 
useful and excellent Senator, but 
Governor EDGE had reserved the long 
term for himself.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 

Another great figure of the Church, 
a great figure of American life for 
two generations, is gone. When the 
young priest, JOHN IRELAND, went to 
Minnesota it:was a community, to the 
Eastern imagination at least, of pio- 
neers and Indians. He lived to see it 
prosperous and populous, advanced in 
education, in charity and the arts of 
civilization, with famous cities whose 
growth almost from a village he had 
watched. He had an active part in 
all that growth and construction. 
There was no worthy cause which he 
did not serve. And if the Cathedral of 
St. Paul is often spoken of as his 
monument, there are other and far- 
spread memorials, material and imma- 
terial, of his long career : 

The young chaplain of the 5th -Min- 
nesota, who tossed cartridges into the 
soldiers’ haversacks ‘when they were 
short of ammunition, was always an 
eager and ardent patriot. Ajman. of 
salient and impressive personality, he 
had strong opinions, and he was not 
afraid to express them when he 
thought the well-being of the United 
States was threatened. “His vigorous 
common sense was impatient of the 
silver dreams of Mr. Prran, and he 
smote the 16 to 1 delusion with no 
sparing hand, A great friend of Mr. 
ROosevELT, he denouriced the. initia- 
tive, the referendum, ‘and the recall, 
especially the judicial recall: — 

Let us pray the Gop of nations that. 
there: be no sacrilegious hand laid upon 
s, impairing their indepen- 
dence or lowering their majesty. 

He was a Republican.. It was 
through him that Mr. Tarr was en- 
abled to arrive at his settlement of 
the thorny quéstion of the friars” lands 
in the Philippines. 

It was sometimes said, by those who 
disagreed with him-‘in politics, 
whose toes he had trodden on. other- 
wise, that Archbishop’ IRELAND. was 
too much of a politician. He was: a 
politician, so far as. he was one, be- 
cause he was @ good and wise and -pa- 
triotic ‘American.’ -_He “was a. good

For whatever reason, Archbishop 
IRELAND, whose influence, position, 
talents, ‘and services to the Church 
made his promotion to be. Cardinal 
seem natural, died without that honor. 
Without referénce to a curious episode 
Lof Mr, Reossve.t’s Administration, it 
is enough to say that from Lo 
XIII.’s time the red hat seemed des- 
tined for the great Minnesotan. It 
was not to be. He was worthy of any 
honor. . He was justly honored by 
Americans, irrespective of origin or 
creed. 

JOHN IRELAND was a man of wit as 
well as of force. Something of the 
plainness of his Irish beginnings and 
of the earlier West lingered with him 
to the last. One remembers him as a 
brilliant and urbane old man who 
wore boots like LINCOLN and the old 
race of Americans and American 
statesmen.

RAILWAYS IN LUXEMBURG. 

In an article in The New Europe 
Mr. FRANCIS GRIBBLE contributes some 
interesting information as to Ger- 
‘many’s forehandedness in preparation 
for this war. By the treaty of Frank- 
fort in 1871 ‘the German Government 
took over the administration of, the 
railways in the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
emburg, which previously had been in 
the hands of a French company. The 
neutrality of Luxemburg was already 
guaranteed by treaty, and in the 
agreement with the Grand Duchy, 
which consummated the transfer of 
the railroads, the German Government 
promised never to use them for the 
transport of troops or war material, 
and'not to permit their use, in case of 
war, in any way which would compro- 
mise the neutrality of Luxemburg. 
This agreement was renewed in 1902. 

But Luxemburg occupies a situation 
of strategic value, and its railroads 
are extremely useful for an army 
moving on France. from the Rhine. 
So, says Mr. GRIBBLE, in 1905—about 
the time of the beginnings of trouble 


in Morocco, and the fifst of Germany’s 


recurrent threats against the peace of 
Europe—the Germans began to dou- 
ble-track the lines. The next. year 
the station in the City of Luxemburg 
was rebuilt, in a manner convenient 
for military operations, 
in several small towns were similarly 
reconstructed. From year to year 
German. preparations went. on—now 
the widening of tunnels, now the sub- 
stitution of Germans for Luxembour- 
geois in:train crews; and all the while 
more strategic railroads were being 
built in Prussia leading up to the 
frontier of Luxemburg, including at 
least one through a region of no eco- 
nomic importance at all, but quite 
convenient for an attack on. the fron- 
tiers of France or Belgium. ~Toward 
the end of 1913 all was ready. 

For -the rest, German _ troops 
marched into Luxemburg on the 
morning of Aug. 2, 1914, a few hours 
after Germany had dec*tared war on 
Russia, before anybody had declared 
war on the western front., They 
prought with them a batch of procla- 
mations printed in Coblenz some days 
before, explaining that whereas 
French motor-cycle scouts had vio- 
latéd Luxemburg territory, the Ger- 
man Government found itself regret- 
fully ‘compelled, &c., &c. The Grand 
Duchess and her Premier protested 
to the Kaiser and to his Foreign Min- 
ister, basing their protests on per- 
sonal -disproof of the story of the 
French cyclists. On Aug. 4 BrTH- 
MANN. HOLLWEG told the Reichstag 
that the invasion. of Belgium and Lux- 
emburg was contrary to law, but that 
Germany had to hack her way 
through. On the same day the Gen- 
eral commanding in the Grand Duchy 
‘—to whom the Luxemburg Army. Had 
made no forcible opposition because 
it consisted of only 150 men—was as- 
suring the Government that the laws 
of the Grand Duchy would remain in 
operation and that no harm’ would be 
done to private property; and within 
the week his troops were felling shade 
trees. and digging up lawns for in- 
trenchments, Luxemburg citizens were 
heing arrested, and the press was rig- 
orously censored.

As a result of their de- 
cision, between 350 and 400 House of | 
Correction and penitentiary prisoners. 
have been leased to employers of various 
sorts. Some of them are working for the 
United States Health -Department- at 
Camp Meade, the Baltimore .& Ohio 
Railway is utilizing another group, and 
a third has been helping to complete the 
sewage disposal plant in Baltimore. 
‘There is nothing new in-.this disposi- 
tion of convicts in Maryland, but while 
in other days, before the war, private 
employers paid only 60 cents a day for 
laborers of this kind, so great is the de- 
mand for them now that for every one 
of them the State gets $4 a day. Of this 
sum the men receive for themselves only 
50 cents, and Governor N ex- 
presses regret that the law does not al- 
low him to give them a larger part of 
the $4, in order that they might make a 
greater contribution toward the support 
of their dependents. 

Except in the South, there has always 
been much antagonism to convict,labor, 
partly because of its competition with 
honest workers and partly because innu- 
merable scandals have resulted when 
prisoners were put in the power of ém- 
ployers whose only effort was to get ‘the 
greatest possible amount of work out of 
them. At present, however, the scarcity 
of workers in many industries is so 
nearly desperate that it seems intoler- 
able that a considerable part of the 
country’s prisoh population of about 
500,000 should be supported in idleness 
and the. rest of it.be .chiefly employed 
in work that has little even of indirect 
connection with the war. 

.Of course conyict labor, as a rule, is 
poor labor, but when it fetches $4 a day 
it is evidently considered by employers a 
good deal better than none. As a means 
of reformation, too, useful work outside 
of prison walls has tntrtnsic merit in the 
eyes of penologists, and experience has 
demonstrated that there is no great dif- 
ficulty’in preventing such laborers from 
running away. In many cases their 
word has been found a. sufficient guard. 


‘There is something 
distinctly shocking to 
Another New Yorkers of the 

Landmark. older generation in the

While this particular edifice never 
could be numbered among the archi- 
tectural masterpieces of the metropolis, 
its builders did manifest something of 
aesthetic ambition, for they took pains, 
at not a little expense, to. make it-less 
ugly than’ edifices of like: use are wont 
to be. They painted it a fairly soothing 
green, and for its decoration brought 
into play the same faithful jigsaw that 
has given to so many American homes a 
diversity and irregularity of outline evi- 
dently pleasing to their worthy. occu- 

pants. 

Now it is to be swept away by the im- 
placable hand of the wrecker! What 
doés he care for the sensibilities he may 
hurt, the memories he may violate, the 
expectations of permanence he may dis- 
appoint? He thinks only that the work 
of building the subway in this vicinity 
is approaching completion, and. to his 
materialistic mind a building no longer 
profitable is useless. 

But all is’ not lost! There are: still 
large holes in the pavement at Broad- 
way and Forty-second Street, where 
they can cause an amount of inconve- 
nience that could hardly be equaled any- 
where else, and these evidently are to 
be long with us, dear reminders of the 
vanished days, when the building of sub- 
Ways was done, not as now, -with an 
effort to trouble the public as little as 
possible, but .with the loftier purpose of 
achieving the exactly opposite end. 


Destroying 


As there have been 
frequent references 
in the dispatches 
from France’ to the 
heavy rains that 
had increased the difficulties and: slowed 
up the speed of the allied attack, both 
to the advantage of the Germans, it 
is no small addition to the good news, 
of which there has been so much of 
late, to read that at last the storms 
have ceased, that the clouds have bro- 
ken, and that the sun is again shining 
over those desolated ‘fields. : 

Of course PHILIP Gripss expressed 
hope rather than certainty -when, in 
commenting on this welcome change, he 
wrote, ‘‘we may look forward ‘to -the 
luck of a fine, dry month, which will 
make all the difference to the fighting 
men.” <A period of bad weather, un- 
fortunately, is not always followed by 
a period as long of good weather, but 
surely the rain cannot go on forever in 
what the books have always called ‘‘ the 
sunny land of France.”’ 

There has been strangely little con- 
firmation of that familiar description 
since this war began. Instead, the re- 
ports from the western front almost 
continuously have been such as would 
not have been surprising if they had 
come from England, the land of chilly. 
downpours and numerous fogs. France, 
in this respect, has not justified her 
reputation, and, with the ‘soldiers, at 
least, she has lost it, for she has given 


them rain when she did not give: them 
snow, and thus has added very appre- 
ciably to the inevitable hardships of 
war. But perhaps they are now to 
have brighter days in more senses 
than one.

MORE NURSES NEEDED. 


Eight Thousand Required by Jan. 1 
to Meet the Demand. ~* 


To the Editor of The New York Times: - 

I am directed by the Acting Surgeon 
General to bring:to your attention that 
on several recent occasions the newspa- 
pers have printed erroneous reports to 
the effect that the nursing needs of the 
army have been met. 

In the issue of THr New YorKe TIMES 
of Sept. 22 it is stated that ‘“ including 
the 16,000 already in actual service, more 
than 27,000 graduate nurses have been 
enrolled in answer to General Gorgas’s 
plea for 25,000 by Jan. 1, 1919.”" I would 
like to point out that while the Ameri- 
‘can Red Cross is the official recruiting 
agency for the Army ,Nurse Corps it 
also ‘helps to supply trained women to 
‘the Navy Nurse Corps, the Public 
Health Service, Child Welfare work, and 
its own Civilian Relief Agency. Of‘the 
25,000 women needed by the army b§ the 
first of the year approximately 14,000 
have to date been furnished through the 
agency of the Red Cross. The Army 
Nurse Corps has directly brought in or 
had on its rolls the remaining 3,000. It 
will, therefore, be seen that 8,000 more 
women are required to meet the army’s 
‘needs before Jan. 1. 

It is estimated by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s office that 50,000 nurses will be 
required by July 1, 193%. Accordingly 
33,000 women must be reached and in- 
duced, to enter the national service in the 
Army ‘Nurse Corps in less than a year. 
Just what damage such erronéous state- 
ments as .have no doubt slipped unno- 
ticed into THe Times can do in a situa- 
tion such as this you yourself can in- 
agine.

‘“‘The principal difficulty seems to 
lie in the choice of a personnel, ana 
perhaps that would be felt by America 
more than by any of the other allies. 
In England we value the opinion or 
President Wilson so highly that we 
should not be satisfied with an Amer- 
ican delegate who could not speak with 
authority as expressing the President’s 
mind. Rut that seems the only diffi- 
culty, and we here would gladly co- 
operate if any means could be found to 
surmount it.’’

Owner of Stonehenge Presents It to 
the British Nation. 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—Stonehenge, the 
famous Druid monument, which has 
always been in the hands of private 
owners, has been presented to the 
British nation by C. H. B. Chubb, who 
bought it on Sept.e21, 1915. The Gav- 
ernment has accepted the gift and 
will henceforth be responsiblé for its 
preservation. 

The announcement has: been re- 
ceived with great satisfaction, for it 
allays the fear that the. monument 
some day might come into possession 
of an wunappreciative owner who 
would allow it to be destroyed or ret 
moved.

French Socialist Argues That if 
She Gives Guarantees She 
Mustn’t Be Excluded.

LONDON, Sept, 24.—Albert Thomas, 
the French Socialist statesman, discuas- 
ing in The Daily Chronicle the subj 
of a league of nations, asserts that Httle 
definite progress has been. made in 
working out the principle, despite its ac- 
ceptance months ago by the Entente 
Governments. The unofficial views 
concerning it differ greatly. He says: 
‘* Some say we must have a society of 
Others declare that we 
must wait awhile. Some, again, argue 
that we. cannot -have a society of na- 
tions among nations unless they offer 
mutual safeguards. If for certain na- 
tions the most solemn engagements are 
but 4scraps of paper,’ how can I pledge 
myself with them to abide by rules and 
arbitrations which they will not carry 
out? Can I form a society with thieves 
or assassins? 

‘On the other hand, another group 
says: ‘If a society of nations can 
only be formed between the Entente na- 
tions—democratic nations offering every 
guarantee—will not another society of 


tion? Thus, can we not. imagine ,the 
Central Ocean constellation confronted 
by a Mittel-Europa constellation?  [n' 
such circumstances, would not our de- 
sire to establish a little justice and regu- 
larity in the world simply end in per- 
petuating on the largest scale the most 
frightful of conflicts? ’’ 

All Members Must Observe Rules. 

M. Thomas .then suggests that public 
opinion can, give a lead to statesmen, 
and continues: 

‘Now, what is wanted? It is a ques- 
tion of establishing among all nations a 
society the members of which undertake 
to observe rules. We need not determine 
whether, because of sentiment or because 
of our passions, or even personal feel- 
ings, such a nation should be admitted 
into the society of nations. Maybe all 
the nations of the earth will do so, by 
self-interest, by necessity.‘“and because 
they have no other way of escape from 
the horrors of war. And then, with a 
view to avoid those horrors, they will 
impose on themselves a certain number 
of rules. 

‘Individuals have recognized that in 
communities and: communal life it was 
necessary, in the face of ‘the natural 


establish rules. They have recog- 
nized that in erder to escape from the 
domination of force and brutality they 
Pwould have to accept acts of superior 
authority. Nevertheless, those who are 
law-breakers and those capable of be- 
coming thieves and assassins live side by 
side with us in a national society. They 
live there in the certainty that if they 
are known to commit misdemeanors they 
will be punished for them. ‘This cer- 


cases from committing them. It is an 
‘essential condition. to our.social Iife.: » 

‘*It should be: so in *the society of 
nations. Even in the midst of the hor- 
rors of -the present war nations have 
realized that they must establish a go- 
ciety among themselves. They will be 
constrained thereto as much by econom- 
ic and material needs as by a desire to 
gvoid new catastrophes. 

** But no society will be possible with- 
out a certain number of rules accepted 
by all, and then the question becomes 
simple. It is no mere matter of accept- 
ing this or that nation or of deciding 
whether the society is to be closed or 
open. It will be open to all nations who 
accept. the rile and offer. guarantees 
for their observance. 

What Rules Shall Be Established? 

“* What rules? In the first place, there 
comes naturally the engagement to re- 
spect the right of peoples to dispose of 
themselves, and, sgcondly, the engage- 
ment to. have recourse in the regula- 
tion of future conflicts only to juridical 
remedies, to courts of arbitration, and 
conciliation boards. The employment 
of force should be exclusively reserved 
to the society of nations itself as su- 
preme authority in a case where one of 
the associated States resisted its decl- 
sions. 

“Finally, the nations must be able to 
ite valid undertakings. There has been ‘ 
much discussion. as to whether the 
Hohenzollerns are eligible for the so- 
clety of nations. At first President Wil- 
son was very categorical on the subject. 
He excluded the Hohenzollerns from his 
international republic. It has seemed to 
me that the sentence was peremptory, 
and President Wilson. was not able to 
abide by it, The guarantees that must 
be required of a people are that it shall 
itself decide for peace or war, and that: 
public opinion, supported by democratic 
institutions, shall determine the national 
fate. 

‘** Perhaps it is true that Hohenzol- 


lern would accept either the control of 
armaments or the regular vote of popu- 
lar ,.representation on the m Seay a of 
peate or war, or the mechanism of dem- 
ocratic control. It may be necessary for 
the Hohenzollerns to disappear . that 
Germany may enter the society of na-. 
tions; but this is not at way to for 
mulate the first condition grag ed y 
men who. wish to respect the. intern 
organization of each nation. The dem- 
ocratic conditions of membership ne 
society. eg 379 .be impersonal,

One of the phrases which has 
often been quoted as characteristic of 
hia particular endeavor in life is this: 
“The watchwords of the age are 
reason, education, liberty, the ameliora- 
tion of the masses.”’ 


His Services in the War. 


Archbishop Ireland's strong American- 
ism, first put to the test when the civil 
war began, was manifested afresh when, 
the United States entered the world con- 
flict. As soon as Congress declared 
war on Germany the Archbishop’ called 
upon the people of his faith to remember 
that they were Americans above ‘ll 
other ties, and declared that it was 
their duty to help in every way. Later 
he advocated purchases of Liberty bonds 
and contributions to the Red Cross pom 
to various relief funds. 

In this course he followed coiatalanety 
a part he took in a famous controversy 
which antedated his ‘‘ Faribault plan.’’ 
It resulted from a petition, made.«to 
Rome, to create in the United States

Before it was detérmined.to resume 
Shuttle service through Forty-second 
Street, between Times Square and the 
Grand Central Station, on or before 
GOct.. 5, Public Service Commissioner 
Whitney, ft was learned yesterday, had 
@ count taken.of the number of pas- 
sengers on the Seventh Avenue subway 
who spent an extra nickel to cross town 
on. the surface lines.

The total number. who got out 
of the subway and took trolley cars duv- 
ing the morning was 705, and‘ in the 
evening it was a little more than 600. 

Mr. Whitney said yesterday that he 
Was surprised at the small number, be- 
cause he expected to learn that several 
Choupande at least paid an-extra fare to 
get to their work and home again. He 
accounted for the small number by say- 
ing that subway travelers have learned 
how to travel without changing routes, 
and that the shuttle service through 
Forty-second. Street- probably . would 
able to accommodate all. who used it 
without congestion or ccnfusion.

did not represent the total number who 
would tase the shuttle service, for the 
reason that many walked to their desti- 
nation, but he thought the count indi- 
cated cogs safe, and comfortable trav- 
eling on- the shuttle as compared wi.a 
the reverse conditions when it was first 
operated. in. the early days of August.

Linn Bradley, Chief Engineer of the 
Research -Corporation o this. city, 
whose subject was ‘* Recovery of Potash 
from Iron Blast Furnaces and Cement 
Kilns by Electrical Precipitation,’’ be- 
gan by saying that tne recovery of 
Sotash in the United States was making 
rapid ae es.. He said the industry 
may roughly divided: into those 
Tanke * which the recovered potash 
8 the main product and those in which 
the potash is recovered as a by-product. 
Mr. Bradley said his paper would deal 
with the latter phase, as it was be- 
lieved that, while the largest- immediate 
tonnage may be ovtained from desert 
lakes, kelp, alunite, and a few other 
scurces, nevertheless a study of the eco- 
nomic problems would. show. that the 
surest way of making the American 
potash industry a permanent and en-

“The speaker called attention to the 
fact that Great Britain has furnished 
arge sums of money to assist in recov- 
ering potash from iron blast furnace 
gases, and predicted. that this source 
would enable aE land to obtain enough 
potash to equal her entire pre-war im- 
portation from Germany. France, he 
said, was reported to be interested 
keenly in the ee in this direc- 
tion, and adde we may see the time 
when France will be recovering large 
eee of potash from iron ores 
which Germany has made such strenu- 
ous efforts to control.” 
want nyse ye said that the total pro- 
‘ction of pig iron in this country was 
ch that about 200 furnaces of the size 
feferred te in a table accompanying his 
paper, would be necessary to meet 
American requirements if the furnaces 
were of the same capacity. 

‘So, it is easy to see,’’ the speaker 
said, “{ that we now nave sufficient fur- 
a pacity to produce annually over 
1,500,000-tons of potash per anhum—far 
in excess of our pre-war requirements. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that we 
have not found that all furnace burdens 
carry the amount of potash shown in 
the table, If the furnace charges and 
operations could be adapted so that one 
fifth of veal amount, or 300,000 tons, 
could be prod uced this would’ meet our 
— out assistance from any other 


The South as a Potash Producer. 


It was pointed out that Serecites and 
Cambrian potash-bearing slates had 
beeri located in Georgia which carry 
potash in considerable quantity, several 
deposits analyzing as high as 8 or 9 per 


cent. Commenting upon this, Mr. Brad- 
ley said freight rates should be very low 
since this material was located’ ve 
ae to a large market—the cotton ficids 
‘of Georgia and Alabama. 

* Referring again to the iron industry 
and its teint on to-the dca ry questfon 
Dr. Bradley continue it should: be 
pointed out that in the Alabama district 
there isan abundance of excellent coal, 
labor is plentiful and cheap, the climatic 
conditions are such that the district may 
be considered an all-year one as far as 
operating is concerne When it is. real- 
ized that there is immediately at hand 
an enormous tonnage of t= -grade iron 
ore which carries such a large potash 
content and that the South produces our 
cotton and thérefore is the large con- 
sumer of topes and thus provides a 
large“ market within a few miles, the 
économic importance of this situation 
can be better appreciated. 

‘““The South produces pig iron cheaper 
than any other district in normal times. 
In fact, their furnaces must do this in 
order to stay in the market. The South 
does not yet consume as much iron and“ 
steel products as its population justifies, 
and, therefore, their iron must carry a 
high Phase charge if it is shipped 
North to the larger markets. The man- 
ufacture of cast-iron pipe has,’ he 
grown to a large industry. In the fu- 
ture, more and more iron and haa will 
be consumed locally, as it is evident 
that‘the South is coming into its own 
very. rapidly. The additional profit 
which can be obtained from the potash 
will be of peset. assistance in keeping 
their fron furnaces in blast when the 
market sags. The-South has a very 
fortunate combination of labor, raw ma- 
terlals, climate; and a large and near 
fertilizer market.’’ 

Mr, Bradley told the chemists that the 
Allies were alive to the importance of 
developing. potash supplies. e said in- 
vestigations covering three years showed 
that Great Britain Coold produce enough 
potash to’ ‘satisfy all of her_require- 

ments. The’ British. Potash Cie PI 
Ltd., has :recently been organized, and 
the British Government has undertaken 
to. provide at least. one-half of the to- 
tal capital required since the funds nec- 
essary for big-scale operations contem- 
plated would. be more than individuals 
would feel able to supply in these times. 


Sees Need of Federal Aid, 


* It does not seem,’’ Mr. Bradley said, 
“that our own Government. should 
falter or lag behind in this field, but on 
the contrary should immediately make 
comprehensive plans and take energetic 
action of such a character as will insure 


the proper solution of the problems 
under discussion. At the present time 
individuals shy at putting their money 
into a new enterprise which requires 
much labor and material without having 
adequate assurance that their efforts 
will meet with success. In order to do 
this the full and’ continuing support of 
the Government must be had. 

‘* Priorities, labor, material, and fuel 
allocation play an all-important part, 
and on. top of this the new fndustry, is 
handicapped by having to.face an 

enormous’ taxation before the plant is 
fully paid for from earnings, and there 
is no positive assurance that potash will 
long remain above the pre-war level. 
Sure! this situation should be cor- 
rect promptly. 

“Tt seems ridiculous that the United 
States should be playinb the réle of food 

granary for ourselves and our Allies, 
also raising the cotton which is so 
necessary in ogy with the war, 
and yet nothin ape | done to provide 
the potash either for food purposes or 
for the cotton, except ‘the limited and 
inadequate efforts due to private initia- 
tive. It ought to be emphasized that 
potash is a subject. which should be 
understood and appreciated by every 
one in the nation, and that is should be 
considered primarily, from the national 
point of view.’’ . 

The speaker: warned that Germany 
would'do all in her power after peace 
was declared to break down that which 
will have been built up, just as she had 
destroyed beautiful French cities. Mr. 
bradley suggested that an organization 
to have the ig (ahs vi .of the technical 
societies “be formed which fittingly 
might have the name of the American 
Potash Alliance, and that such an 
organization be made the nucleus of the

tron Age Says New Scale. Brought 
’ Some Surprises as to Details. 

Commenting upon price-fixing for the. 
fourth quarter, The fron Age in its issue 
of today says that the announcement 

from Washington brought some surprises 
as to details, but not as to these two 
features: ‘first, an advance to the mer- 
chant furnaces making basic and foun- 
dry~ pig’ iron ;-and, second, a refusal to 
make any ‘advance on finished steel 
products. The paper added: 

Lake Superior iron ore producers asked 
for 50 cents more and were granted 25 
cents, on the ground that the 45 cent ad- 
vance given. them three Pe 8 ago was 
all absorbed in higher rail freights. East- 
grn iron ore producers -had expectations of 
sharing in the ore advance, but this was 
denied them and all other ore producers 
outside the Lake districts. 

By adopting Birmingham and Pittsburgh 


as pig-iron basing points, advancing basic 
and foundry irons $1 a ton, and limiting - 


the Potomac and east of the Alleghanies, 
the Price-Fixing Committee relieved the 
pinch that. has been on the smaller blast 
furnaces im Virginia, Tennessee and East- 
ern Poaiarivante, All basic and foundry 
iron furnaces t the nefit. of the $1 
advance. For Tennessee furnaces the ad- 
vanee ranges from $1.25 to $1.75.  Vir- 
ginia furnaces and those © in Eastern 
Pennsylvania fare considerably better be- 
on of greater distance from the basing 
point i 

The chief d isappointment in the. price 
decisions is that of the Class 3 steel com- 
panies, which buy basic pig iron in the 
market. They must now pay ‘more for 
their raw material, while thei? urgent 
appeals of the past six months for higher 
prices on their finished ;foduct are still 
denied. 

Most of the blast furnaces using Lake 
Superior ores really get only 50 cents 
advance. out. of the $1 added to basic and 
foundry iron prices, as the other half is 
taken up by the ore producer on all ore 
shipped after Oct.

INFLUENZA IN 26 STATES. | 


Federal Officials Confer on Plans 
_ to Help Local Committees. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Spanish 
influenza has spread over the country so 
rapidly that officials of the Public 
Health Service, the War and Navy 
Departments,

communities in combating the disease. 
Calls for assistance have been received 
from several cities and in one instance,

urgeon ’ General Rupert Blue, of the 
Publi Héalth Service, said tonight that 
latest reports showed that the malady 
had made its appearance in twenty-six 
States: from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
The disease is epidemic in New England, 
where it first made its appearance, and 
officials there are considering drastic 
steps to curb its spread including the 
prevention of public gatherings, 

Influenza has appeared on the Pacific 
Coast, in Washington and California, | 
but is not yet epidemic there. It also has 
been reported in Minnesota and Iowa, 
but ga few cases. East of the ssis- 
sippl. however, there are few’ States 
ere it has not been found. 

The disease continued to spread today 
in army camps, 5,324 new cases being 
reported to the office of the Surgeon 
General of. the Army up to noon. No 
new camps were added to the list, and 
it was announced that there were fif- 
teen camps and stations free from in- 
fluenza. 

The total reported from the camps to- 
day was the largest in any one day, and 
brought the total for all camps to 29,002 
cases. The number of pneumonia cases 
reported among the soldiers since the 
outbreak of the influenza epidemic on 
Sept. 13, is 2,313, and the number of 
deaths since that date is 580,.with 155 
reported today 

For the first time since the’ outbreak 
the number of new cases reported from 
Camp Devens, Massaehusetts, was lower 
than the number reported from.another. 
camp. The new cases at Camp’ Devens
